Cocke enid he hoped the house would 
not agree to steike out the latter clause of the 
cesolatioa. Ît onty proposed to enquise of ha 
presidaot whother- any messures hed been, taken 
by the goternment to briag to paniebment the 
persens, if any, who hare been coacerned in 
ũttiag ovt ap expedities froe aar porte, If the 
president has been apprised vf prozecutions hav. 
tag been set on foot against those persons, it 
will be onnecessery for this house to proeeed 
further. Bat, ooppose it olfuuld not be so, aud 


the president should tell tbe house he hed re- 
eeived no informstion to justify e prosecution : 
the snbjeet would then be fairly before the house, 
and it woald teke such measures to punisb those 
who ehaìl be guilty of violations of public peace 
ss it shoold deem necessary. For his part, Mr. 
C. seid, he soald not perceive ia this resolution 
aay impatetions against soy body. All chat 
was asked for was informaties, ‘There was no 
jmpotetion whatever sgeinst the president io 
the claare proposed to be stricken out ; end he 
hoped the house would retain it sad get ell the 
informetion on the subject which the resolatioo 
calls for, 

‚Mer, Wright did not —5* of the idee of 
eslling on tbe president to know wbet laws were 
to be passed, or wbst prosecstions hed been in- 
stituted, in cegerd to this er euy other raatter. 
The proper course, be thought, would be, to re- 
fer these ingairiee to the judicisry committee. 
It was the duty of the house to kaow what the 
Jaws of the country ere, and not to go to tbe pre- 
sident for informetion oo hat head. Besides, te 
zefer an enquiry of this sort to the executive 
woeld be to blend aad cenfouad its duties with 
those of the judiciary. Mr, W. protested o- 
geinst tbe iden of passing laws to paniah those 
who bare eammitted: crimes net heretofore pro- 
vided for. very heert mast revolt, he snid, o- 
gsiosta propositiom of (het sort. Even the Su- 
preme Being would act iaflict pusishmeat for 
the disobedienes of hie law, if be bed net pre 
vioosly eommaaieated it. No law can be vio- 
lated which bes not pre-ezisted aad been divul- 
ged. Wich regard to the deseriptiou of offences 
ageïnst tbe laws of nations embraced iu thie re- 
solstioe, Mr. W.ssid we had gone farther in 
our provisions to prevent and pesish tbem than 
any otber nation ia the world. We feel ss 
tmaeb indigsation at them as oay other people 
ov earth, and we bare gone as fer to show it. — 
The presamptien, Mr. W. seid, was that the 
ezeentive had-done its duty in this matter ;and 
the hesse coald find employment enough in the 
discharge of its duty, withoet ealliag on the es- 
ecutive te ask bim whether he hes deoe bis du- 
ty. The presumption was, that the esesetive 
had done its duty, end the house had ne right, 
without informetiou to that effect, to seppose 
ether wise. 

Mr. Rhee thought that this resolution went 
upes e strange priociple. It presumed ia the 
fieas place that e certain fact had occurred : it 
then presumed that the president kaew of that 
fact ; end it farther presemed that measure bed 
not been adopted to puaisb the persons guilty of 
the presumed offence, ‘If the esecutive wee to 
be called opoo by resolations of this sort, bot- 
tomed aupes hypothesis and vocertaioty, tbe 
house woeld;be involved in an endiese lebyriatb 
of difhealties.
